O r ig in of the Penny. 
The “maiden name” of the penny 
was “denarius,” and tho English penny 
is a survival of tile Roman mig in tho 
British isles. Like the coin which pre 
ceded it in Rome, it has boon d eb ased 
in value until its name has lost its 
original meaning. 
The first dennriu; 
was minted in Rome about 268 it. C 
and was tile principal silver coin of 
both the republic and the empire, it at 
first weighed seventy two grains troy 
and was as nearly pure silver as du 
rability would permit. It bore on one 
side the helmeted head of Roma aud 
the mark X and on the other side the 
images of Castor and Pollux. 
Later 
these twin gods were replaced by the 
head of the Roman emperors. By 215 
A. D. the coin had deteriorated in 
value until it was only 40 per cent 
silver. The X, which signified the val­ 
ue of ten asses, had wholly lost its 
meaning. 
Diocletian finished the deg­ 
radation of the denarius by applying 
the name to a small copper coin. 
In 
England the largest silver coin was 
called a denarius at a time when the 
English florin was called a gold penny. 
—S t Louis Globe-Deinocrat

Baked Lim a Beans. 
Soak tho beans overnight. 
In the 
morning boil until half done, then put 
into a bean pot or stone jar, mix in 
eight tablespoonfuls of olive oil and 
one and one-half teaspoonfuls of salt 
to one quart of beans, add one table­ 
spoonful of molasses, cover with wa­ 
ter and bake in a steady oven for sev­ 
eral hours, adding more water as it 
evaporates, but letting it stew down 
quite dry at the last. 


Stuffed Potatoes. 
A nice way to vary baked potatoes 
is to cut a slice from the top of each 
and scrape out the inside. 
Mash, sea­ 
son with salt, popper, chopped parsley 
and butter and heat in a little hot 
milk. 
Add two well beaten whites of 
eggs. 
Refill the skins, sprinkle with 
grated cfieese and place in a hot oven 
for about six minutes. 


Baked Indian Pudding. 
Two-thirds cupful of cornmeal, two 
eggs, one cupful brown sugar, one tea­ 
spoonful saU, large one-half teaspoon­ 
ful each of ginger, cinnamon and nut­ 
meg. 
Mix together and add to one 
quart scalding milk. 
Bring to a boil, 
add raisins, pour in buttered pan, put 
small lump of butter over top and bake 
half hour or more.
